Parental Disagreement Over 
Adolescent Son Or Daughter 


•y SAMY CLEVELAND MYERS, Ph.D. 
IT is h ard enough for a pair of 
p are n ts to guide a child of any 
age happily and win his coopera- 
lion an d esteem, w hen they are 
in close accord m ost of th e time. 
B u t w hen they strongly disagree 
over the requirem ents an d privi- I 
leges of th e child, how m uch 
harder life becomes for all of 
them. And how very tragic it can 
be when the paren tal disagree­ 
m ent occurs over an adolescent 
son or daughter. 
A lawyer, fa th e r of four chil­ 
dren, 18, IS, IO and 8, w rites: "The 
eldest boy has been aw ay from 1 
home two years, one in college,; 
where he does well. For several 
years he has worked on p art-tim e 
Jobs and driven a delivery wagon 
in summer. 
Don’t Always Agree 
"When h e Is hom e for visits or ! 
sum m er, m y wife w ants m e to tell j 
him how m a n y tim es a week he I 
may go out, where he m ay go and 
w h a t tim e to return. I do n o t a l­ 
ways see eye to eye w ith h e r on 
these m atters. B ut she gets fu ri­ 
ous w ith m e and with th e boy if 
I do n o t enforce her ideas. I try 
to guide by consulting w ith the 
boy. 
"S hould I say to an elghteen- 
year-old son, ‘You 
m u st stay 
hom e tonight, you m ust go with 
th e fam ily some place?' For in ­ 
stance, last C hristm as my wife 
forbade him to leave tho hom e to 
m ingle w ith any of his young 
friends. 
"His m other is always h o u n d ­ 
ing him about the way he spends 
money. He is a little free, p e r­ 
haps, but no* a spendthrift. If 


you have some suggestions, please 
let me have th em .” 
I wrote th e father about as fol­ 
lows: As you imply, that lad is 
about grown up. For you to de­ 
m and of him the program ex­ 
pected by his m other would seem 
to me unreasonable, though I 
have sympathy with her desire 
th a t he should not be away from 
home a n excessive number of 
nights nor exceedingly late, espe­ 
cially with the car. 
Calm Discamioa 
But I have no doubt that lf you 
and the mother coif 1 calmly talk 
these m atters over first alone, 
and with him later, she would 
grow more reasonable with her 
standards and he more willing to 
try to approach them. Ire n you 
alone might be able to persuade 
him to come nearer to her wishes. 
W hat is happening la that you 
and your son are pretty strongly 
lined up against the mother, caus­ 
ing her In turn to grow more se­ 
vere, more antagonistic to you 
and the boy and he more antag­ 
onistic to her. She may suppose 
th a t you and the son have small 
secret understandings for outwit­ 
ting her. Also Implied In your let­ 
ter Is the Indication that she is 
only on th e sidelines and not a 
m utual participant as a parent. 
Deeper and more far-reaching 
are the obvious lacks In mutual 
regard and companionship be­ 
tween you and your wife. It might 
be possible for you to build up 
more self-regard in her and make 
her feel more worthwhile as a 
person and member of the family. 
To this end you might cause all 
the children to help you.
